days of notification to install, for a consideration of a 
waiver of these explicit provisions. If said connection 
is not made to the public sanitary sewer, and a waiver 
is not granted, within the time specified in this section, 
then the Town shall levy to the owner an annual sewer 
fee based on a discharge estimate equivalent to a per 
person discharge of sixty (60) gallons per person per 
day. 

Seconded. 


Selectman Krau explained the intent of this article. 
Once the street main has been installed, people have a 
year to hook up. This article provides for an appeal process 
in hardship cases. 


Finance Committee voted not to recommend this 
article as the amendment was not available for discussion.

Town Administrator Mercier stated that the building 
has deteriorated and that there has been some vandalism. 
This money is only for temporary measures to protect a 
valuable asset. Doors need to be replaced, the windows 
fixed and in general, the building needs to be secured. The 
money will come from insurance monies for Hurricane Bob 
damage. 


Finance Committee recommends this article. 


Motion to transfer $10,000.00 CARRIED unani- 
mously. 


ARTICLE 3 Selectman Krau moved to dismiss Article 
3. Seconded. 


Finance Committee concurred. 
Motion to dismiss CARRIED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 4 Selectman Krau moved to amend the 
sewer use fees as follows: 


0 - 10,000 cubic feet - $1.80 per hundred cubic feet 
Over 10,000 cubic feet - $2.70 per hundred cubic feet. 
and delete the $10.00 billing charge per billing period. 
Seconded. 


Selectman Delorey moved to amend the article by 
inserting after the words “sewer use fees” the words “billed 
three times per year.” Seconded. 


Selectman Delorey explained that the lower rate 
would apply to homeowners and most small businesses. 
According to records available, the higher rate would apply 
to approximately 138 large sewer users. This article would 
remove the $10.00 sewer service charge now being paid. 
The increase in the rates will cover the $135,000.00 lost in 
billing fees and generate $163,000.00 to pay for hauling 
composted sludge. The sewer use charge would increase 
approximately $3.00 for the average user and $868.00 for 
large users. 


Rep. Dampolo spoke against the increase. He ex- 
pressed concern that business, already burdened by the 
tax structure, will be dealt an added hardship. 


Rep. January spoke of the odor problem at the sewer 
plant. He indicated that Fay, Spofford and Thorndike, the 
engineers for the sewer program, should be held respon- 
sible for the cost of hauling the sludge and for the cost of 
delivering a properly functioning system. He also ques- 
tioned the number of persons who are on the sewer lines 
but have not tied in. 


Administrator Mercier stated that everyone effected 
by Contracts 25 and 26 have been notified. Mr. Bento has 
not been authorized to notify the other 684 eligible hook- 
ups, and there are probably more. 


Rep. January stated that it was the will of Town 
Meeting last year that those people be notified. “What right 
do you have to go against our directions? You should have 
proceeded. Some action should have been taken. The 
Board of Selectmen and the Sewer Department are drag- 
ging their feet at our expense.” 


Rep. Tracy, a member of the Capital Improvement 
Committee, stated that he has been into Boston on two 
different occasions and met with Mr. Russo. The sewer 
plant must run at a break-even OMI. All expenses are to be 
born by the users. All personnel, removal of sludge, main- 
tenance, etc. are included in this. Debate continued relative 
to the funding of the sewer operation. 


Administrator Mercier stated that the sewer operation 
is not run in a vacuum. Inspectors and auditors are con- 
stantly checking. “We are always accountable.” He stated 
that if this department is to be truly self-sufficient, an 
Enterprise Account System should be established to run 
the facility. 


Rep. Hurd, Finance Committee Member, questioned 
if the $1.29 million allocated for the sewer plant will be 
sufficient. Mr. Mercier stated that the new facility is not 
finished. It is not known if the $1.29 million will run it. 
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Adjustments may need to be made. 


Discussion continued when it was moved and sec- 
onded to end debate. The motion CARRIED unanimously. 


The amendment was put to a vote. The amendment 
CARRIED unanimously. The main motion with the amend- 
ment attached thereto was put to a vote. The motion 
CARRIED. 


Moved and seconded to reconsider Article 4. Motion 
LOST unanimously. 


ARTICLE 5 Selectman Krau moved to authorize the 
leasing, with option to purchase, the copier used at the 
Town Hall for a period of five (5) years. Seconded. 


Finance Committee concurred. 
Motion CARRIED unanimously.

John Noonan was allowed forward to present the 
article. He indicated that whenever the State has surplus 
land, thay are mandated to sell it at the fair market value. If 
this land were rezoned, it would make the purchase price 
less. Once a price has been established, the Billerica Plan 
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has agreed to help raise private funds to purchase the 
property for use as a park and as an access to the Concord 
River for boating purposes.

With seven (7) members present and 
voting, it was voted seven (7) opposed to this article. The 
Board was in favor of the concept but felt it inappropriate to 
rezone land without the owner’s knowledge or consent.

Town Administrator Mercier gave verbal reports on 
the following: 


1. Privitization: His office is still studying privitization 
and they are watching the outcome of the State’s efforts at 
privitization. Billerica has joined the four contiguous Towns 
and has received a small grant to study the feasibility to 
regionalize functions between the five communities. Con- 
solidation: The Town is presently in collective bargaining 
with the various unions and the concepts of consolidation 
will be addressed. 


2. Tax Department, Missing Funds: This problem 
goes back numerous years. There appears to be 
$125,000.00 missing. We have contacted the bonding 
companies involved during that time. Lumberman’s Insur- 
ance which covered only a short span of time has paid us 
$16,500.00. The second company, Peerless, is dragging 
their feet. We are presently in negotiations. 


3. Insurance for Retired Teachers: The Town 
adopted Chapter 626 of the Acts of 1972 which allowed the 
Town to set the amount to be paid for insurance. In our 
research, we have found no evidence that a vote was ever 
taken by the Board of Selectmen to do this. | am still 
pursuing this matter. 


The Moderator read a list of reports included in the 
1992 Town Report. The following Committee Reports not 
included in the Town Report were given: Betterments 
Committee, Flood Plain District Study Committee, Farm 
Animal Study Committee, Museum Committee, By-Law

Section 33. Pipe and fittings to be used in the works shall 

be schedule 80 PVC pipe conforming to 

ASTM Standards D 1785 and D 2241. Laying 

lengths of pipe shall be twenty (20) feet. All 

pipe joint connections shall be watertight. 

Section 34. Terminal and in-line flushing connections 

shall be incorporated into the low pressure 

sewer system. Flushing connections shall be 
installed at the terminal end of each main, at 

500 foot lengths, and whenever two or more 

mains converge into one main. 

Section 35. All exterior piping shall be laid in an envelope 

of washed screened gravel with not less than 

six (6) inches of said material all around the 
barrel of the pipe. Maximum stone size shall 
be three-fourth (3/4) inch. 

Section 36. Allpipe shall have aminimum of five and one- 

half (5 1/2) feet of cover. 


Section 37. The trenches shall be excavated from the 
common sewer or from the end of the existing 
sewer service, whichever is applicable, to the 
point of connection with the pump unit. Pipe 
and fittings laid in trench shall not be back- 
filled until the work is inspected by the De- 
partment of Public Works. 

Section 38. Tunneling will not be allowed unless special 
permission for same is granted. 

Section 39. Upon connection of the pumping system to 
the common sewer, existing septic tanks and 
cesspools shall be removed or completely 
filled with suitable material, to the satisfaction 
of the Board of Health. 

Section 40. All construction equipment, materials, and 
methods shall conform to standards issued 
by the Department of Public Works as out- 
lined in the “Specifications for the Construc- 
tion of Low Pressure Sewer Collection Sys- 
tems.” 


Starting on Page 10, change the number of Sections 
32 through 43 to 41 through 52. 


Seconded. Finance Committee concurred. Select- 
men concurred.

with the provisions of these Rules and Regulations, within 
one (1) year after the date of installation of the street main 
collector. If the distance between the foundation wall and 
the street right-of-way exceeds one hundred (100) feet in 
length and/or a financial hardship is claimed by the owner, 
the provisions of this section may be appealed to the Board 
of Selectmen within 30 days of notification to install, for a 
consideration of a waiver of these explicit provisions. If said 
connection is not made to the public sanitary sewer, anda 
waiver is not granted, within the time specified in this 
section, then the Town shall levy to the owner an annual 
sewer fee based on a discharge estimate equivalent to a 
per person discharge of 60 gallons per person per day. 


Finance Committee did not recommend this article.

Ralph McKenna, proponent of the article, came for- 
ward to explain this article. 


Cangiamila spoke in favor of repealing this 
article. He has had numerous complaints from persons 


who have just installed new septic systems or who have 
working septic systems that are being required to tie into 
the sewer system.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


AND 


TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


In 1992, the Board of Selectmen continued its aggres- 
sive policy of public discussion of many issues confronting 
the Town via regularly posted and advertised public meet- 
ings to promote a greater awareness of policy decisions for 
the citizens of Billerica. In 1992, the Board held more than 
30 regularly scheduled hearings as well as numerous sub- 
committee and work session meetings to conduct the 
business of the Town. Following the re-elections of incum- 
bents Ralph Krau and Arthur Doyle to the Board in April of 
1992, the Board re-organized and Selectman David 
Delorey handed over the Chairmanship of the Board to 
Arthur Doyle. Selectman Delorey assumed the roll of Vice- 
Chairman. Selectman Krau became the Board’s Secretary 
while members Thomas Conway and Mary Wiroll contin- 
ued to play very active roles in many of the Board’s other 
activities. 


Budgets 

Obviously, a primary responsibility of the Board con- 
tinued to be as overseers of the budget prepared by the 
Town Administrator. Unfortunately, the economic reces- 
sion our area has experienced has not abated and the 
Town Administrator had to propose significant and painful 
reductions in our spending plan for FY93. Included in the 
Town Administrator's plan was a first ever in Billerica layoff 
of Public Safety personnel. In addition, our library closed for 
two weeks, some of our clerical staff had hours reduced 
and we continued to not adequately fund our infrastructure 
needs. These measures were necessitated by an approxi- 
mately 1.5 million dollar shortfall in the FY92 budget which 
the Town administrator and the Board had to deal with 
before finalizing the FY93 budget. We are happy to report 
that all departments of the Town worked diligently to 
address the financial problems and under the direction of 
the Town Administrator, all departments including the 
Billerica Public Schools closed out in unexpended bal- 
ances a total to 879,000 to help close the FY92 deficit. We 
sincerely appreciate the dedication and sacrifice exhibited 
by our departments in this time of dire need. As a final 
component in dealing with the budget problems, the Town 
Administrator once again requested that the Board support 
his plan to reduce the Town budget by 109,000, the Billerica 
Public Schools by $109,000 and finally the Shawsheen 
Technical School budget by $154,000. We, along with the 
Town Administrator are hopeful that our local receipts 
remain as forecast so we can avoid a further deficit problem 
in the FY93 budget. 


Wastewater Treatment Plant 

1992 also saw the Board involved in a number of 
important projects which finally were brought to a resolution 
after years of hard work, numerous meetings, endless 
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frustrations and undaunting perseverance. The Town Ad- 
ministrator, in consultation with our legal department, our 
consultant engineers and DPW Director Richard Bento, 
forwarded to the Board a reasonable solution to the long 
standing dispute between the Town and the prime contrac- 
tor on our $20,000,000+ Wastewater Treatment Plant 
Expansion. Essentially, we avoided a long, costly arbitrage 
situation with our contractor, the plant is working at its 
planned for efficiencies and the Town received an $82,000 
credit due to delays in the final contract acceptance date. 
We believe the administration acted in good faith on behalf 
of the town and that this settlement is in the best interest of 
all concerns. 


Traffic Signals 

Finally after more than 10 years, the Town in the late 
Fall of 1992 finally saw the realization of an idea which was 
formulated more than a decade ago. The traffic signals at 
Webb Brook Road/Boston Road, Bridge Street/Boston 
Road and Treble Cove Road/Boston Road were com- 
pletely operational by the late Fall of 1992 and the Board 
members are proud of these major safety improvements for 
the Town. All the Board members were instrumental in 
bringing this project to fruition but Tom Conway and Arthur 
Doyle deserve particular praise because of their commit- 
ment and tenacity in remaining prime proponents of these 
projects for the last decade. 


Trash Disposal 

Perhaps one of the most important and significant 
changes the Town experienced in 1992 was the way in 
which we collect and dispose of out trash. As many of our 
citizens are aware, there are a number of new very 
stringent requirements placed on communities regarding 
municipal trash disposal. No longer can leaves, white 
goods, paper, etc., etc. be deposited in landfills or trash-to- 
energy facilities. Recognizing this trend, the Town Admin- 
istrator bid out our trash contract with a number of differing 
variables in the contract, the intent of which was to assure 
that Billerica would be in total compliance with state man- 
dates. For the first time in our history we have a curbside 
recycling program, we separate leaves and white goods 
from the waste stream, we dispose of our trash in an 
environmentally safe trash-to-energy facility and we have 
been recognized as a compliant community due to our 
aggressive efforts to make our citizenry more environmen- 
tally aware. The administration and the Board are very 
happy with the first year results of our new vendor, B. F. |. 


In addition to the above tasks, the Board members 
and the Town Administrator continued very active partici- 
pation in the Billerica Plan, we had our second even more 


successful Yankee Doodle Day (capped by the unfurling of 
the spectacular Mt. Rushmore American Flag), we became 
very active in the devastating Purity Warehouse closure, 
the planned Billerica House of Correction expansion and 
members of the Board played instrumental roles in testify- 
ing to representatives of Moody’s Investment Services 
during their visit in December. 


Zoning Enforcement 

For the past few years, zoning enforcement has not 
been given the highest priority due to staffing limitations. 
1992 saw the Board, through the efforts of Selectman 
Delorey, place a more focused priority on zoning enforce- 
ment and the Administration, Building Inspector, and the 
Board of Health all responded with aggressive activities. 
This aggressiveness will continue as we enter 1993 and the 
administration has assured continued vigilance in this 
matter. 


Land Sales 

Finally, in an effort to further address the Free Cash 
deficit, the Board instructed the Town Administrator to 
prepare a series of Tax Title Land Sales which in 1992 
generated some $250,000 in additional revenue for the 
Town. We will continue this policy in 1993 to assure more 
properties are placed back on our tax roles. 


The Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator and 
staff have also been active in the following: Middlesex 
Selectmen’s Association, Northern Middlesex Area Com- 
mission, Mass. Municipal Association, Mass. Municipal 
Management Association, Middlesex County Advisory 
Board, Street Acceptance Committee, Mass. Interlocal 
Insurance Association, Billerica Housing Partnership com- 
mittee, Council on Aging Drop in Center, and many others. 


The Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator and 
staff acknowledge and appreciate the cooperation and 
assistance that has been provided by all town boards, 
commissions and departments during the year.

BOARD OF APPEAL 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Gentlemen and Madam, 


The Zoning Board of Appeal hereby submits its 1992 
Annual Report to the town. 


The Zoning Board of Appeal is a Quasi-Judicial 
Board, which operates under the mandates of Massachu- 
setts General Laws Annotated Chapter 40A and the Zoning 
By-Laws of the Town of Billerica. 


The board consists of five (5) regular members and 
two (2) alternate members appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. The members receive no financial compensa- 
tion for their services to the board. The town does provide 
office space as well as clerical and judicial assistance to the 
board. 


The Board of Appeal members are as follows: John F. 
Gray, Jr., Chairman; Doris M. Pearson, Vice-Chairman; 
Donald J. Flynn, Secretary; Ralph J. McKenna and Joseph 
P. Shaw. Alternate members are Joseph H. Johnson, Sr. 
and Michael J. Mulligan, Sr. 


The board would like to welcome Mr. Michael J. 
Mulligan, Sr. to the Board of Appeals as an alternate 
member to the board. 


The board scheduled hearings on the average of 
twice a month in 1992 to handle the numerous petitions 
filed with the Town Clerk. All of the petitions are heard by 
the board and are open to the public as established under 
Chapter 808, Chapter 40A and Chapter 40B of the Massa- 
chusetts General Laws. 


To be granted a Variance, a petitioner must show the 
board that owing to circumstances relating to the soil 
conditions, shape, or topography of such land or structures 
and especially affecting such land or structures but not 
affecting generally the zoning district in which it is located, 
a literal enforcement of the provisions of the ordinance or 
by law would involve a substantial hardship, financial or 
otherwise, to the petitioner or appellant. The petitioner 
must also show the board that by granting the petition, it 
would not be a substantial detriment to the public good and 
without nullifying or substantially derogating from the intent 
or purpose of such ordinance or Zoning By-law. 


To be granted a Special Permit the petitioner must 
show how the public convenience and welfare will be 
substantially served and how it will not impair the status of 
the neighborhood; that the permission requested will be in 
harmony with the general purposes and intent of the 
regulations in the Zoning By-Laws. Under Chapter 40A to 
grant a Variance or a Special Permit the petitioner has to 
receive four (4) affirmative votes from a five (5) member 
board. Two (2) negative votes will deny the petitioner a 
Variance or Special Permit for two (2) years. 


The Zoning Board of Appeal follows Chapter 40B of 
Massachusetts General Laws when conducting public 
hearings for Comprehensive Permits. Hearings must be 
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scheduled within 30 days from the date the petition is filed 
with the Town Clerk. The board has 40 days after the 
termination of the hearing to render their decision. Approval 
fora Comprehensive Permit requires a majority vote of the 
Board. 


The Board of Appeal conducted a total of one hun- 
dred and fourteen (114) hearings in 1992. These hearings 
were for Special Permits, Variances and Appeals of the 
Inspector of Buildings decisions. The board must hold a 
hearing within sixty five (65) days and vote to grant or to 
deny a variance within one hundred (100) days from the 
date the variance request was filed at the Town Clerk’s 
Office. The board shall hold a hearing for a special permit 
within sixty five (65) days of filing the request and they must 
vote to grant or deny the special permit within ninety (90) 
days from the zoning board hearing. Failure for the zoning 
board to vote on a Variance or Special Permit within the 
legal time frame results in an automatic granting of the 
petitioner's request. 


Of the 114 hearings held, the Zoning Board of Appeal 
decisions on these hearings are as follows:

The 114 petitions to the Board of Appeal in 1992 were 
voted on by the Zoning Board with objectivity and reason- 
ableness towards the petitioner, as well as evaluating all 
the concerns of the abutters and the needs and the commu- 
nity. 


Eventhough many of the cases are similar, each case 
is voted on its own individual merits. There are many issues 
to be considered before voting. Each decision is made in 
the best interest of the Town of Billerica and its residents. 
The Board of Appeal would like to thank our clerk, Jane M. 
Nolan, for her dedication and professionalism demon- 
stage throughout the years to the board and the general 
public. 


We would also like to thank the Town Clerk and her 
staff, Board of Health, Conservation Commission, 
Assessor's Office, Building Department and our Town 
Counsel for their cooperation and continued support during 
1992.

BY-LAW REVIEW COMMITTEE 


March 18, 1993 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The By-Law Review Committee was reformed by 
Warrant Article 31 of the Spring Town Meeting. The number 
of regular members were reduced to nine with openings for 
up to five alternates. It was felt that a committee of eleven 
required too many members to be present to consistently 
obtain a quorum. 


Since the reformation of the Committee we have met 
of the first and third Monday of each month. During which 
time we have completed Article | and have worked on 
Article II, Vi, 1X, and XIII of the General By-Laws. 


The Committee has established 3 criteria which it will 
meet before placing an Article on the Warrant. First, all by- 
laws should be readable by the general public. To establish 
this we have shortened sentences, replaced archaic words 
and broken paragraphs down into individual thoughts. 
Second, all of the General By-Laws will be recodified. We 
have regrouped all of the articles and sections by subject. 
Third, the General By-Laws will be reformatted. We have 
used a system of sections and subsections which are much 
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easier to read. We have included a table of contents at the 
beginning of each article and a definitions section in the 
rear. All amendments references will be placed in an 
appendix and all pages which are amended will be followed 
by a letter reference at the page number. 


We feel we have gotten a good start on a long and 
cumbersome process. The results of which will be a benefit 
to the people of Billerica for many years to come.

CABLE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Cable Advisory Committee was formed by the 
Board of Selectmen early in 1992. The appointees to the 
committee were John Glennon, Kevin Conway, Dan 
Sullivan, Jane Shanley, and Chris De Simone. 


The Committee’s first order of business was to adopt 
the following Statement of Purpose: 


STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 
Let it be known that the Billerica Cable Advisory 
Committee sees its purpose and attainable goals as fol- 
lows: 


To provide an accessible forum for the use of all cable 
subscribers to use as a vehicle to ask questions, seek relief 
from cable problems and/or areas of dissatisfaction, regis- 
ter complaints, present ideas, and to address current cable 
issues. 


To assist all subscribers in the satisfactory resolution 
of all problems and complaints in accordance with the 
Renewal Cable Television License (RCTL). 


To insure that the licensees (Continental Cable and 
’_BATV) adhere to all of the stipulations agreed to in RCTL. 


To represent the Town of Billerica, generally, and the 
Board of Selectmen, specifically, in dealings with the lic- 
ensees. 


To plan for the future, both short and long term, with 
regard to programming, quality of broadcast, innovations, 
expansion, diversity, and renewal of current licenses. 


In accordance with the above stated Purpose we first 
established detailed complaint handling procedures. To 
date, we have successfully handled various complaints 
from cable subscribers. 


Additionally, the Cable Advisory Committee took on 
the task of carefully studying the Renewal Cable Television 
License (the contract) to primarily make sure that we 
understood it, but also to insure that Continental 
Cablevision was adhering to all of the aspects of the 
document. Continental Cablevision has generally been 
quite cooperative in assisting us in this endeavor, and will 
shortly be installing an Institutional Network, one of the final 
steps in satisfying the Contract. 


The Cable Advisory Committee has elected co-chair- 
men for 1993 (John Glennon and Chris De Simone), and is 
looking forward to a second year of representing the cable 
subscribers of Billerica.

CAPITAL PROJECTS 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


This year we have focused our efforts on updating the 
capital needs of the Town. As you know, for the past two 
years no money has been set aside to answer these needs, 
due to the fiscal restraints of the budget.

We will meet 
with the D.E.P. shortly when these records are complete to 
convince them that we are trying to meet their demands to 
avoid having to pay fines for not having done so. If we are 
successful we hope to have a Warrant Article ready by Fall 
Town Meeting or at the latest next spring.

1992 was a busy year for the Town Clerk’s Office. 
Four elections were held during the calendar year: the 
Presidential Primary on March 10th, the Annual Town 
Election on April 4th, the State Primary on September 15th, 
and the State Election on November 3rd. The November 
Election saw a record voter turnout. Approximately 900 
absentee ballot applications were processed for the No- 
vember Election. A special thanks to the Precinct Officers, 
the Computer Center Officers, the Police Department, the 
Parks & Tree Department, the School Custodians and the 
Senior Clerks in both the Town Clerk’s Office and the Board 
of Registrars Office who silently but efficiently performed 
their duties on Election Days.

We were saddened by the death of Frank Fowler and 
Norma Gabalis who had served the Town many years as 
dedicated and faithful Precinct Officers. They will be greatly 
missed. 


F. Virginia Williams and Marita Finnegan retired after 
many years of service to the Town as Precinct Officers. We 
appreciate their dedication and thank them for their years 
of service. We shall miss them. 


Due to the continuing budget constraints, the position 
of Assistant Town Clerk has not been filled. This leaves 
Billerica without someone who can automatically assume 
the duties and responsibilities of the Town Clerk should the 
need arise. This puts the Town in a very precarious posi- 
tion. 


Billerica has a large dog population. A total of 2,444 
1992 dog licenses were sold. All dogs three months of age 
and older are required by law to be licensed by January 1st 
of each year. Anyone who has not licensed their dog by 
March 10th is subject to a $10.00 late penalty. Adequate 


notice of this deadline was given on access television and 
inthe various newspapers circulated in the Town. Asin past 
years, there were still many persons who chose to ignore 
the law. 


Two rabies clinics were held at the Central Fire 
Station on Good Street during 1992. Dr. McGrath, DVM, of 
McGrath Animal Hospital held the first clinic in April. Dr. Alli, 
DVM, of Billerica Animal Clinic held the second on October 
17th. With the increase in rabies in the area, more empha- 
sis is being put on enforcing the law that requires all dogs 
and cats to be vaccinated. 


Special Town Meetings were held on May 12th, June 
11th and on August 25th in addition to the Annual Spring 
Town Meeting in May and the Annual Fall Town Meeting in 
October. In all, sixteen (16) sessions of Town Meeting were 
held in 1992. 


Your Town Clerk attended two conferences this year 
as well as meetings of the Middlesex City & Town Clerks’ 
Association. These meetings were not at the Town’s ex- 
pense as the conference/travel monies have been elimi- 
nated from the budget in an attempt to save money. 
However, it is most important to attend these meetings in 
order to keep abreast of changing legislation that will 
impact the Town, both in time and money, and also prevent 
legal challenges. 


Question One of the November, 1990 State Ballot 
abolished the State Census and mandated that all cities 
and towns redistrict using Federal Census guidelines. After 
many hours of work by your Town Clerk, Billerica’s new 
precinct plan was completed and approved by the State 
Local Elections Districts Review Commission in May, 1992. 
However, because of appeals filed in the General Court 
against the redistricting statutes, as of December 31, 1992 
this matter has not been resolved and Billerica will not be 
using the new precincts in the upcoming 1993 Town 
Elections. 


My thanks to all Town Officials, Department Heads, 
Boards, Commissions, Committees and BATI for their help 
and cooperation this year. It has been a pleasure to work 
with such dedicated professionals.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission consists of seven 
members appointed by the Board of Selectmen for terms of 
3 years each. They maintain an office in the Town Hall, 
have a staff of two people — Environmental Investigator 
Martin Houlne’ and Secretary Patricia Simpson and also 
have two Associate members - Christine Chisholm and 
Bruce Stedman. 


The Commission and its staff continued to be very 
busy in 1992 administering and enforcing the State Wet- 
lands Protection Act (Mass. General Laws, Chapter 131, 
Section 40) at the local level. 


During the year, 20 filings were received requesting 
permits to perform work in or near wetlands, 23 initial public 
Wetlands Hearings were held along with 20 Wetlands 
Hearing Continuances and 2 Wetlands Modification Hear- 
ings; 22 new Orders of Conditions were issued along with 
2 Modified Orders of Condition, 1 Order of Conditions 
Denial, 21 Determinations of Applicability, 63 Certificates 
of Compliance, 9 Extension Permits, 6 Certificate of Com- 
pliance Denials and 10 Enforcement Orders. 


One of the new Orders of Conditions and the one 
Order of Conditions Denial were appealed to the Regional 
Office of the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection and this agency subsequently issued one Su- 
perseding Order of Conditions. For the full year, there were 
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20 Regular Meetings and one Special Meeting held in the 
Town Hall. 


Also during the year, upon request from the Conser- 
vation Commission, the Sawyer Group, Inc. of Arlington, 
MA agreed to have a Conservation Restriction placed with 
the Commission on a 3.5 acre parcel of land that they own 
off Nashua Road. This parcel directly abuts a separate 17 
acre parcel of land they donated to the Commission in 
1991, meaning that more than 20 acres of land in this area 
will now be preserved as open space. We would like to 
thank Garth Johnson, President of the Sawyer Group, Inc. 
for his generosity. 


For the sixth straight year, the Nicola Micozzi Beach, 
located on Conservation land at Nutting Lake, was once 
again operated during the summer season by the Town 
Recreation Department. The Conservation Commission 
would like to thank Joseph Higgins, Director of the Recre- 
ation Department, as well as his qualified staff, for the 
tremendous job that they did in successfully overseeing the 
day to day operations at the Beach. Because they all 
carried out their duties in a professional manner, all those 
who visited the Beach were provided with a safe and 
enjoyable experience. We look forward to many more 
gratifying summer seasons in the future. 


On July 15, 1992, the Commission held their annual 


reorganization of Officers. Following brief deliberations, 
JoAnne Giovano was appointed Chairman, Diane DePaso 
was appointed Vice Chairman, Crystal Card was appointed 
Secretary and Norman Beloin, Jr. was appointed Trea- 
surer. 


At the Regular Meeting of the Conservation Commis- 
sion on November 18, 1992, Robert Donati of Andover 
Road was unanimously appointed as an Associate Mem- 
ber. Bob is very knowledgeable about all aspects of the 
environment and is extremely familiar with State and Fed- 
eral wetland and other environmental regulations, there- 
fore the Commission looks forward to his help and advice 
when reviewing projects in the future. 


On December 17, 1992, Carl Piacenza, Jr. resigned 
from the Commission to enjoy his retirement years in 
Florida with his wife Angie. 


Carl has been an active and valuable member for 
over 16 years, 5 of which he served as Chairman. Although 
he didn’t have an environmental background, he worked 
hard to learn about wetlands, floodplains and other related 
topics as well as the laws and regulations that have been 
enacted to protect these areas so that he could become a 
more effective Commission member. By the end of his 
tenure, he was able to use the knowledge he had gained 


over the years to help him make informed decisions on 
projects being reviewed by the Board. 


Carl’s presence and experience will be sorely 
missed. We thank him for his service and dedication and 
wish him and his wife a long and happy retirement. 


The Conservation Commission holds regular meet- 
ings on the second and fourth Wednesdays of each month 
in the Town Hall starting at 8:00 p.m. and all are welcomed 
to attend.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


The Council On Aging got off to a slow start this year, 
however with new leadership things got rolling in the 
summer. We have added several new activities to our 
schedule and the number of seniors using our facility each 
day has increased significantly. With funds obtained 
through a grant we were able to purchase a small computer 
and additional telephone lines. 


The Center offers some basic services to the seniors. 
Lunch is provided daily by the Meals On Wheels program 
both at the center and by delivery to the home-bound. The 
services of a visiting nurse and an ear doctor are available 
free of charge. Three Sr. Aides provide rotating daily 
coverage to take telephone calls as well as to call on home 


DEVELOPMENT AND INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION 


The primary focus of the Billerica Development and 
Industrial Commission (BDIC) is to maintain, and hopefully 
increase, the number of jobs in Billerica’s ten (10) industrial 
areas. Most of the jobs in Billerica are in manufacturing, 
research and development, and offices. Business also 
accounts for 25-30% of all taxes paid to the Town. 


Through our discussions with businesses and devel- 
opers we continue to find that Billerica is in a difficult 
competitive position compared to other communities with 
respect to attracting and keeping industrial firms. This is 
due to our high business tax rate—one of the highest in the 
State—and our frustrating, time consuming, and costly 
permitting process. As a result, it is difficult to overcome the 
high vacancy rate (over 30%) in buildings in our industrial 
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bound elders. We also have added a monthly newsletter 
(written on the new computer) which is available at the 
center and is sent home to the shut-ins via the lunch 
deliveries. We provide free government surplus food when 
available and each year a volunteer helps the seniors with 
their income tax preparation. 


Our regularly scheduled activities include: Crafts, 
Whist, Ceramics, Line Dancing, Bingo, Tai-Chi, 
Dancersize Class, Monthly Dinners with entertainment, 
Occasional Trips out of town, Flea Markets, Guest Speak- 
ers and an occasional all-day activity such as the Older 
American Day Celebration.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


To: The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Board of Health presents this as its annual report 
for 1992. The Board currently consists of Arnold Ventresca, 
Chairman, Wallace Mallett, Vice Chairman, Marie 
O’Rourke, Secretary, Robert Solomon and Dr. Leonard 
Bram, members. 


The office of the Board of Health presently staffed 
with John Morris, Director, Joseph Walsh, Deputy Director, 
Joseph Reale, Sanitarian and Judith Delano, Head Clerk. 
Mrs. Barbara George, RN, has retired after 25 years of 
dedicated service to the Health Department. We would like 
to wish her well in her retirement and thank her for her years 
of service to the Town of Billerica. 


The Board of Health during 1992 processed 192 
complaints ranging from failing septic systems to illegal 
dumping to restaurant closures, and numerous other envi- 
ronmental and public health related problems. This has 
created a tremendous burden on the department because 
of the lack of staff available to effectively investigate each 
complaint and follow up with proper enforcement mea- 
sures. 


During the course of the year the Board granted 
twenty seven variances to its local regulations, and held 
approximately twenty four meetings. 


During the calendar year of 1992 the office also 
reviewed and approved 588 building permits, issued 31 
new septic permits, 8 new well permits, and 98 septic 
system repair permits. Associated with all of these permits 
is the timely administrative process and field inspection 
necessary to assure compliance. 


During 1992 the Board also took on additional re- 
sponsibilities and functions associated with the trash col- 
lection contract. As you recall Billerica used to have one 
contract with Waste Management to collect all trash, white 
goods, yard waste, and bulky items curbside. Since the 
change in state laws the town has begun a curbside 
collection of yard wastes, a separate collection and permit- 
ting process for disposal of white goods, and lastly, will 
begin a new bi-weekly curbside collection of recyclable 
materials on January 4, 1993. All of these functions are 
additional functions which are now administered through 
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the Board of Health. These functions have been thrust 
upon the Board of Health with no increase in staff to deal 
with them. 


In addition to the above mentioned duties the Board 
of Health issued 360 White Good permits during 1992 and 
also 18 Disposal Workers licenses, 18 Septage Haulers 
licenses, 4 Funeral Directors license, and associated burial 
permits. 


In 1992 the department licensed 206 Food Service 
Establishments, 1 Health Club, 8 Suntanning Salons, and 
6 public/semi public pools. The department has also re- 
viewed plans for and intends to issue approximately 4-6 
new food service permits in addition to the 4 new permits 
issued prior to December 30, 1992. There were also 24 
Horse and Barn permits issued during 1992. 


With respect to the Public Health Nurses the Board of 
Health has significantly reduced its services due to a 
reduction in staff. We are currently offering clinics and 
programs on a most needy basis and have essentially 
eliminated our prevention, promotion, and education pro- 
grams. The office has been without a public health nurse 
since October of 1992 and it is expected that a replacement 
will be hired in February of 1993. At that time we will 
restructure our public health programs and begin to expand 
and rebuild providing that funds become available to ac- 
complish this task. 


Aninteresting note should be made in this report, and 
that is, in 1970 the Public Health Department had roughly 
the same amount of staff it currently has today. This 
situation exists even though the town has increased in 
population, businesses and the demand for local services. 
In short, there is a need to realize the importance of the 
Public Health Department in the community and to realize 
that we must continue in our effort to provide an adequate 
staffing level to properly deal with the ongoing problems in 
Billerica, and to maximize public health protection.

The first scheduled meeting of the Billerica Historic 
Districts Commission was held on January 9, 1992. 


Meetings were held the first and third Thursday of 
each month, beginning at 7:30 P.M. and adjourned as 
necessary. Special meetings were also held on alternate 
dates as needed. 


The Commission reviewed twenty-three Applications 
for Certificates in 1992. 


The Billerica Mills District was extended to include the 
North Billerica Railroad Depot Building, 3 Ruggles Street 
and 11 Station Street. A Public Hearing was held which 
drew positive comments, a Preliminary Report was written 
and approved by the Massachusetts Historical Commis- 
sion, a Final Report was prepared and the extension to the 
District was enacted by Town Meeting. 


A nomination was submitted for a Mass. Historical 
Commission Preservation Award for the Hesed House on 
34 Andover Road in the Center District. The nomination 
was not selected for an award. 


The Commission submitted an application for a Sur- 
vey and Planning Grant for FY’92 to the Mass. Historical 
Commission, for completing the survey of properties in the 
three Historic Districts, researching and properly docu- 
menting additional historical and architectural information 
and publishing the results of this information to the people 
of Billerica. The Commission was one of twenty-three 
selected for this grant. Matching funds were needed in 
order to be considered to receive this grant. Funding could 
not be acquired. 


Detailed Minutes of the Billerica Historic Districts 
Commission’s meetings have been filed with the Board of 
Selectmen and are available to view at the Billerica Public 
Library. 


The Commission is looking forward to working with 
you in 1993.

HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Billerica Historical Commission meets regularly 
on the first Wednesday of each month and at such times as 
the need arises. It was with great regret that the members 
accepted in September the resignation of Dr. Charles E. 
Stearns, our able leader, trusted advisor, and loyal friend, 
whois now making his home in New Mexico. Fortunately he 
has not deserted the Commission or the town entirely, 
since he has remained on the board as an associate 
member and is always willing to advise us both on the 
telephone and on occasional visits. Thank you, Charlie. 
The void will never be filled. 


Associate member Virginia Maguire was appointed to 
fill the vacancy left by the untimely death of Freeling 
McDewell. Carol Bruyere was chosen as secretary follow- 
ing the resignation from that position by Linda French. In 
response to their support of the Commission and its objec- 
tives, Charles Stearns, Peter Woodbury, and Alec 
Ingraham were appointed as associate members. 


As areminder the Massachusetts Historical Commis- 
sion noted the following: 


Local Historical Commissions are the official 
agents of municipal governments responsible for 
community-wide historic preservation planning. 


Local Historic District Commissions are municipal 
bodies responsible for regulatory design review 
within designated local historic districts. 


Local Historic Societies are private organizations 
concerned with the preservation of city or town histo- 
ries through the records, collections and properties 
they may maintain. 


In the Spring we became involved in the “James Stott 
Affair of 1888” which resulted from an article in Yankee 
Magazine entitled “North Billerica Cowboy Hanged in Ari- 
zona.” The Commission had an interesting exchange of 
information with the author, who eventually journeyed to 
Billerica and was entertained by several of our members. 
Hopefully our combined efforts have cleared the name of 
Jamie Stott who had resided on Mount Pleasant Street in 
North Billerica. The author will send the Commission a copy 
of the book of which this story is a part. 


Commission members have worked periodically on 
producing a large map of Billerica which contains the often 
colorful former names of town locations which have fallen 
into disuse, but which are often valuable in understanding 
the descriptions and lot lines in the old deeds at the 
Registry. The Commission will share this asset with any 
town boards which may find it valuable. 


The efforts of the Commission to save and initiate a 
viable use for the historic North Billerica Railroad Station 
have consumed a great deal of time and effort. The situa- 
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tion has changed dramatically during the past few weeks 
since the depot owners, the MBTA, have now decided to 
consider selling the property for $1.00 to an approved 
buyer. A possible transaction is still in its initial stages. The 
building, fondly remembered particularly in the North sec- 
tion, symbolizes the progress which the railroad brought to 
the town. It should also be noted that it was partially through 
the efforts of the Commission that the depot and two 
adjacent homes were added to the local historic district. 


In September the Commission was fortunate in being 
able to share information with Billerica native Sam Brainerd 
who is completing a year and one half’s research which has 
resulted in his being able to document every piece of land 
in Billerica as it was in the year 1860. In most cases he has 
been able to trace each lot’s ownership back to 1800. He 
will use this data to examine how land ownership affected 
the lives of the towns-folk in his doctoral dissertation in the 
near future. Sam’s findings will be a valuable resource to 
the Commission and the Town. 


The year has been notable for the number of requests 
from residents in other parts of the country who have asked 
for assistance in searching their roots in Billerica. In some 
cases these go back for many generations to the seven- 
teenth century. During 1992 we have received and handled 
queries from Michigan, Illinois, Colorado, California and 
other parts of Massachusetts. Sometimes those who make 
the requests reciprocate by updating our records with more 
recent information. The appreciation which they show is 
more than worth the effort involved. 


Through the efforts of two of our members the Com- 
mission is making some headway in establishing greater 
rapport with Tewksbury. Since Tewksbury was part of 
Billerica until 1734, the two towns share a common past. 


Most recently the Commission has become involved 
in a plan of Sean Wilentz of Princeton University who is 
preparing a book on William Manning who was born in 1747 
and is the great grandson of the original Manning settler 
Samuel. Along with farming and running a tavern at the 
Manning Manse more importantly William wrote a treatise, 
“The Key of Libberty (liberty)” which contained concepts far 
beyond his time. Interest in this volume, republished in 
1956, has again surfaced. The author plans to come to 
Billerica in January of 1993 in order to gain support from the 
various boards in planning an April celebration for William 
Manning in an effort to give him the place in American 
history which it is felt he deserves.

Our 705 Family Housing and 
Section 8 rental programs are all under lease. 


The John Nelson Parker House (formerly the Brown 
House) has been completed and now is home to eight 
Mentally ill clients. Construction has started at Boston and 
Wyman Roads for the Chapter 689 Group home for eight 
Mentally Retarded adults. 


We would like to publicly thank the Board of Select- 
men and all Town Boards for their continued support.

NORTHERN MIDDLESEX COUNCIL OF GOVERNMENTS 


The Northern Middlesex Council of Governments is a 
multi-purpose planning district, a public body corporate, 
formed under Siate enabling legislation governed by a 
policy board of local elected officials. Each of the nine 
member municipalities including: Billerica, Chelmsford, 
Dracut, Dunstable, Lowell, Pepperell, Tewksbury, 
Tyngsborough and Westford, is represented by a member 
of the Board of Selectmen of City Council, a member of the 
Planning Board and an alternate member appointed by 
each Board of Selectmen and in the case of Lowell, by the 
City Manager. 


The Council maintains a staff of professional plan- 
ners and technicians to assist it in developing and imple- 
menting its policies. The Council meets monthly (usually 
the third Wednesday of each month) at 115 Thorndike 
Street, Lowell, and all meetings are open to the public. 


The Council acts seriously and deliberately to “ make 
careful studies of the resources, problems, possibilities and 
needs of its district”... and to “... make recommendations for 
the physical, social, governmental or economic improve- 
ment of this district...” 


Assessments upon the member communities are on 
an equal per capita basis and are used to provide the “local 
share” of various projects undertaken by the Council with 
Federal funds and local assistance. 


These funds enable the Council to undertake far more 
staff work than would otherwise be possible at the present 
level of local assessment ( about 25 cents per capita). The 
Council’s FY ’93 budget includes $67,870 of local assess- 
ments which is less than 20% of the total budget. Billerica’s 
share of the local commitment is $9,678.32.

The most pressing challenge to all member commu- 
nities is the increasingly complex and uncertain financial 
situation which challenges the Council and members to 
explore innovative ways to survive and to provide the 
needed and necessary services to the citizens of the 
Region. Beginning in December 1992 the Council provides 
a Shared Veterans Agent to the Towns of Chelmsford and 
Westford saving both communities the costs of providing 
the necessary service individually. 


Each year the Council devotes a large portion of its 
efforts to transportation issues. In cooperation with the 
Federal Highway Administration and the Massachusetts 
Highway Department, the NMCOG continues to focus on 
transportation problems across the region. Future efforts 
include the development of a Long Range Transportation 
Plan for the Region which will examine the projected 
transportation needs for the next twenty years. The staff will 
also continue to monitor and track the progress of the on- 
going environmental work associated with the Route 3 
widening project. 


The NMCOG staff also continues to provide technical 
assistance to local communities. This past year the Council 
assisted the Town of Billerica in evaluating the potential 
traffic impacts of projects such as the proposed Tower 
Farm Plaza and Wendy’s restaurant. In addition NUCOG 
continued its traffic counting program taking approximately 
100 traffic counts annually. 1992 NMCOG traffic counts 
included: Alexander Street, Allen Road, Andover Road, 
Billerica Avenue, Lowell Street, Rangeway Road, Salem 
Road, Spring Street, Concord Road, and Treble Cove 
Road, and Nashua Road (Route 4). This data is incorpo- 
rated into a traffic count book and map series which is 
distributed to local officials each year. 


The Council continues to provide assistance to the 
Lowell Regional Transit Authority in areas such as, obtain- 
ing Federal capital and operating funds, marketing to 
improve ridership and revenue, statistical monitoring and 
reporting, and direct assistance with projects such as 
Gallagher Terminal Addition aimed at improving operating 
efficiency and financial viability. The Gallagher Terminal 
Addition was dedicated in July 1992 and houses the 
NMCOG offices, the Billerica Road Runner vehicle and the 
entire LRTA Road Runner dispatching operation. This 
move coupled with the arrival in March 1992 of 22 wheel- 
chair accessible fixed route buses put Billerica’s transit 
services largely in compliance with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act Complementary Paratransit Plan prepared 
by NMCOG for LATA. Minor adjustments to the LRTA Road 
Runner service will bring Billerica into full compliance within 
the next two years. 


The Council, with the assistance of LoLaw Transit 
Management, Inc. continues to monitor ridership trends for 
the Lowell Regional Transit Authority. The Billerica Road 
Runner continues to be a successful service with nearly 
13,000 riders in FY’ 92, a 17.7% increase in ridership over 
FY ’91. Additionally, more than 11,400 persons took advan- 
tage of the fixed route bus service offered by the LRTA in 
FY 92. 


The Council performs a statutory review role for those 
projects that come under purview of the Massachusetts 
Environmental Policy Act, that is, those projects whose 
environmental impact are deemed to be significant and/or 
require State of Federal permits or funding. The Council 
staff reviewed three such filings in Billerica in 1992, with an 
estimated construction value of over $3.8 million. These 
projects included: a 7.6 mile section of the Town’s Municipal 
Sewer project, a project change notice for Wendy's Restau- 
rant on Boston Road and the Tower Farm Plaza Project 
consisting of 16,000 square feet of retail space. 


The Council continues to provide demographic infor- 
mation and technical assistance to its member communi- 
ties who request such. Billerica residents should feel free to 
contact Council staff who will be glad to either answer their 
questions or to direct them to the proper source of informa- 
tion.

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PLANNING BOARD 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Town Administrator: 


The Planning Board had a busy and productive year 
in 1992. Besides reviewing and ruling on a number of 
subdivision and site plan approval requests, the board 
managed to initiate amendments to the Zoning By-Law and 
five subdivision street acceptances. 


In April the board welcomed new members Marie 
Blanchette and Sal Dampolo. This year also saw long time 
members Ellen Sargent and Lawrence R. Norman receive 
recognition from fellow board members, selectmen and 
state legislators in honor of their dedicated service as they 
stepped down from the board. The Board voted Ruthanne 
A. Bossi Chairman, Paul F. Ford Vice Chairman and 
Dianne Bonnell Secretary. 


In 1992 the board received one preliminary subdivi- 
sion plan, two definitive subdivision plans and five requests 
to modify previously approved definitive subdivisions for a 
total of eight. The preliminary subdivision plan was ap- 
proved with comments. All seven definitive subdivision 
plans or modifications were approved with conditions, 
representing 29 new residential lots. 


The Planning Board received two site plan special 
permit requests. Both site plan special permits were ap- 
proved. The Planning Board also received and approved 
with conditions two site plan special permit waivers. As a 
rule, any new construction or addition to any commercial or 
industrial building with more than 5000 sq. ft. of gross floor 
area is required to obtain a site plan special permit from the 
Planning Board. 


The board ruled on 26 “Approval Not Required” 
(ANR) plans in 1992. ANR plans represent a division of 
lands into lots each with sufficient frontage and adequate 
access on either 1) a public way, 2) an approved subdivi- 
sion street or 3) a road in existence prior to subdivision 
control which by law exempts them from the subdivision 
approval process. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT

Police Department for the year ending December 31, 1992. 


There were a total of 762 arrests made as a result of 
1,055 charges, and a total of 15,693 calls for service, 
broken down as follows: 


The board considered several requests for Bond 
Releases, Permission to Return to the Board of Appeal, 
Scenic Road Permits and Bond Acceptances. 


The Planning Board also successfully brought before 
Town Meeting an amendment to the Zoning By-Laws 
limiting the size of in-law apartments in order to protect the 
single family residential character of our neighborhoods. 


An on-going activity of the Planning Director is to 
provide technical assistance to the Planning Board in the 
review of subdivisions and site plan development applica- 
tions. This role has involved working closely with develop- 
ers, private citizens, abutters, engineers, lawyers and the 
Board to ensure that proposed development meets the 
requirements of the Rules and Regulations of the Board. 


Ms. Barbara Norman, Planning Board Secretary has 
answered the questions of many Town of Billerica resi- 
dents regarding zoning, planning regulations of the Plan- 
ning Board, recycling and has coordinated the activities of 
many boards and committee with which the department 
works. 


We would like to express our appreciation to the Town 
Planner and Secretary and the many Departments with 
which we work. 


The Planning Board and staff are available to any 
individual who may have concerns regarding our responsi- 
bilities.

BILLERICA PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Billerica Public Library continued to be a well- 
used and valued resource in the community. More than 
217,000 items were borrowed during the year. This repre- 
sents a 4.9% increase over 1991, and our 12th consecutive 
year of growth in usage. This increase is especially signifi- 
cant given that we were closed for four extra days in 1992 
as part of a furlough plan designed to save money. More 
than 185,000 people entered the library in 1992. 


Increased demand and decreased funding have 
made reliance on our Friends more important than ever. 
The Friends of the Library continued their support of the 
video collection and the Museum Pass Program in 1992. In 
addition, they supplemented our book budget and pur- 
chased a fax machine for the library with the money they 
earned through a variety of fundraising efforts. Their finan- 
cial assistance has been a major factor in our ability to serve 
the community. 


Another way we dealt with the financial downturn is by 
expanding our volunteer program this year. Many dedi- 
cated and caring individuals regularly give their time freely 
to assist us with the behind scenes workings of the library. 
More than 3,000 hours of volunteer service benefited the 
library in ’92. | would like to sincerely thank these selfless 
and hardworking individuals. 


For the fourth year, the Billerica Lion’s Club has 
generously donated $500.00 towards the development of 
our Large Print collection. This unique collection enables 
the sight-impaired to enjoy reading more easily. Many 
thanks to the Lion’s for their commitment to the library. 


The library benefited once again by being the site for 
another Eagle Scout project. John Coyne chose the library 
as his community project for his Eagle award. Both of the 
public restrooms received a fresh coat of paint and some 
much needed maintenance as a result of John’s hard work. 
We are most grateful to John and his fellow scouts in Troop 
55 for the great job. 


Yet another generous demonstration on community 
support and pride in the library came from Dave Varrell of 
Alma Line Painting. He volunteered his time and equipment 
to re-paint the lines in our parking lot on Thanksgiving Day! 
The lines had not been painted since the building opened 
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in 1980. Many thanks to Dave for his very kind Thanksgiv- 
ing Day present to the Library. 


Preschool story hour remained our most popular 
offering in 1992. We continued to conduct 8 sessions per 
week for children ages 2-5. As in past years, the demand- 
for this program far exceeded our staff resources to accom- 
modate it. 


More than 1200 children participated in our 1992 
Summer Reading Program. Our Olympic Reader theme 
gave these children the incentive to read more than 18,000 
books during July and August. It was by far the busiest 
summer the library has ever had. 


In conjunction with National Library Week in April, the 
library sponsored a “Food for Fine Week”. The object of this 
program was twofold; to get back as many overdue books 
as possible, while at the same time, benefiting the Billerica 
Food Pantry. Patrons could bring back their late books, fine 
free, in exchange for a donation of non-perishable food 
items. It was a great success with many very overdue 
books returning to the library shelves and lots of food 
donations collected to help with the very important work of 
the Food Pantry. 


Our continued success and growth in ’92, despite the 
fiscal obstacles, is directly attributable to the hard work and 
dedication of the library staff. Without their willingness to 
stretch themselves beyond reasonable limits to meet the 
library needs of the community, none of this would have 
been possible. Thanks also must be given to our apprecia- 
tive and loyal patrons who make our daily efforts worth- 
while. 


Weare looking forward to a brighter economic picture 
in 1993 so that we will have the financial resources neces- 
sary to adequately serve the community and to continue the 
development of library service in Billerica.

ENGINEERING DIVISION: 

Another year has passed and here in the Engineering 
Division we are still managing to provide the people of the 
Town of Billerica with the usual services that they have 
been accustomed to receive. This past year has been a 
specially difficult one for this division, as we know the 
economy is experiencing a rebound on what we hope to be 
a definitive leap out of recession. This has been accom- 
plished by an increase in the amount of work by this 
understaffed division. 


As the reader might recall, the Engineering Division 
staff was composed of as many as four employees working 
full time which was cut in half a couple of years ago. We 
believe we have been able to provide the same quality of 
services we offered in the past, and in fact, we have 
successfully expanded our inspection services and en- 
forced our standards for construction, not only for Town 
constructed projects, but also for subdivisions and con- 
struction of “paper streets:” in general. However, during the 
present year, with the foreseen increase in construction in 
Town we expect that the level of service will be reduced to 
accommodate for all of the interdepartmental services and 
construction inspection services. 


1992 saw us working on two major reconstruction 
projects: Allen Road, from Tower Farm Road to Baldwin 
Road, and Rogers Street. We also coordinated with the 
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State Mosquito Control Dept. in the Allen Road project and 
Champa Road project. Additionally, we provided inspec- 
tion services for the Planning Board in the construction of 
several subdivisions, provided inspection services for the 
construction of several paper streets and provided the 
usual services to the public and consultants including: 
copies of maps, bench mark information, sewer stubs 
locations, etc.

HIGHWAY DIVISION: 

During 1992, the Highway Division strived to provide 
necessary services, despite budget cuts. The Highway 
Division was responsible for the following work performed 
during 1992:

By repairing River Street bridge we made it safe for 
auto and pedestrian traffic and we also repaired the struc- 
ture of Faulkner Bridge. 


Cooperative efforts were achieved with the Billerica 
Plan for Green-Up Day, and the Recycling Committee for 
the recycling program, which were both successful pro- 
grams. 


The Motor Equipment Repair section of the Highway 
Division has performed exceptionally well in keeping the 
D.P.W. equipment and vehicle fleet in working order. 
Increased pressure has been placed on this section due to 
alack of funding for equipment replacement for the past two 
years. 


The Highway Division also initiated our own asphalt 
resurfacing and patching program and took over patching 
the excavation sites for the Water Division, i.e.: Bayberry 
Rd., Bignell Rd., Dudley Rd., French St. Through a coop- 
erative effort, we improved Birch St., Eagle Trace Way, and 
Ivanhoe St. Through an aggressive street opening permit 
process we repaved parts of Andover Road and Pinedale 
Ave., and through Chapter 90, Whipple and Andover 


Roads were paved; also, many streets were paved with the 
Town sewer program. Reconstruction of Rogers St. anda 
section of Allen Rd. were also started. 


Personnel strength was affected by the retirements of 
Melvin Whidden and Rusty Sliger, also the passing of 
Francis O’Connell, a 20-year veteran of the Highway Divi- 
sion.

WASTEWATER DIVISION: 

During 1992, the Letchworth Ave. Treatment Plant 
continued to discharge a high quality effluent to the Con- 
cord River. There were no significant N.P.D.E.S. (National 
Pollutant Discharge Elimination System) permit violations 
in 1992. Along with the effluent quality the newly expanded 
Treatment Plant has been operating very satisfactorily with 
only one problem area, the composting facility. The 
composting part of the sludge process was temporarily 
suspended in 1992 for approximately seven (7) months 
due to odor problems. The Town along with its consulting 
engineers, Fay, Spofford and Thorndike have been inves- 
tigating the odor source and have been trying to come up 
with an effective odor control system and process modifica- 
tions that will eliminate the odors. 


After visiting several plants in New England with 
similar problems, it was decided to try wood ash as a 
bulking agent instead of wood chips. A pilot program was 
started in November 1992 and is still ongoing with very 
favorable results. The pilot program has been approved by 
the State D.E.P. and was the first in the State of Massachu- 
setts to utilize wood ash. 


Contract 26 continued through 1992 with the installa- 
tion of over 26,000 feet of sewer lines throughout the Town 
of Billerica. With the project and the completion of Contract 
25 two years ago, there were 525 new residential sewer 
connections made along with five new commercial tie-ins 
and two new industrial connections. 


The Town’s Industrial Pretreatment Program has 
been very active as well as successful in 1992 in monitoring 
and sampling all of the 14 permitted industries in the Town. 
_ Any industry that discharges anything other than normal 
domestic wastewater falls under the Industrial Discharge 
Program and is required to file an application and possibly 
be issued a permit requiring specific discharge limits on its 
effluent to the Town's collection system. 


The average daily flow to the plant was 2.15 mgd 
which was slightly lower than previous years, due to less 
infiltration to the collection system from extraneous 
sources. The facility treated 806 million gallons of waste- 
water in 1992. 
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| would like to thank all the employees of the Waste- 
water Division for their cooperation and hard work; also the 
other D.P.W. Divisions and Town Departments.

3. Flocculators 

4. Sludge Collection System 

The distribution system was flushed once in an effort 
to remove the precipitated manganese which causes 
brown water. Fifteen (15) hydrants were replaced; of these 
two (2) were the antiquated two-hose-bib style.

BILLERICA RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Recreation Department continually strives to 
make available a wide variety of activities and opportunities 
for the citizens of Billerica. These recreational offerings 
range from pre-school programs for the very young to 
week-end trips which are popular with adults of all ages. 
Director Joe Higgins and his staff take justifiable pride in the 
quality of these programs and endeavor to enhance the 
programs in an ongoing effort to provide our residents with 
interesting and rewarding recreational activities. 


We continue to work toward full permitting of all fields 
and facilities in our drive for multi-purpose year round 
recreation. Consistent with this goal, we also maintain 
routine inspections on fields and playgrounds for playability 
and safety. In these times of fiscal restraint and fully 
cognizant of the liabilities of unsafe facilities, we have had 
to rely more on friend’s groups such as “Billerica Recreation 
for All, Inc.” and youth sports organizations to assume an 
ever increasing and disproportionate share of the financial 
responsibility for maintaining playgrounds and fields. 


A continuing goal of the Recreation Commission is to 
identify and secure a permanent facility in which the Rec- 
reation Department can plan and offer low cost year round 
programs. The Billerica Mall facility was excellent but we 
are no longer able to use it. This necessitates either renting 
facilities for some programs or when possible having them 
run in private facilities by commercial concerns. 


Over this past year, as we have over prior years, the 
Recreation Department has made over one hundred activi- 
ties and trips available for citizens of allages. Many of these 
programs, such as the summer parks, the beach, special 
needs summer camp and several trips, experienced their 
best years in terms of accomplishments and quality. Some 
of the more significant happenings of this year include: 


Yankee Doodle Homecoming: The Recreation De- 
partment again takes particular pride in its efforts toward 
organizing the second annual Yankee Doodle Homecom- 
ing. As with last year’s event and in spite of the weather on 
Saturday, it was truly a “Community-spirited” event high- 
lighted by the raising of the Mount Rushmore Flag. The 
scope of the town-wide participation included: 


Fraternal Organizations donating facilities for danc- 
ing and eating; 


Churches holding open houses and community sup- 
pers; 


School dances, parade floats, marching units and 
school based events; 
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Community organizations and youth sports groups 
running demonstrations, activities and concession stands; 
and 


Businesses and organizations through their financial 
generosity helping to sponsor the many events and activi- 
ties. 


While many people and organizations can take pride 
in and deserve thanks for their efforts in this event, special 
recognition for its success has to go to the various Town 
departments whose members volunteered their time and 
expertise prior to and over the weekend to perform many of 
the functions necessary to support the “Homecoming.” 
These departments include the Board of Health, Fire, 
Police, Public Works, School and Shawsheen Tech. 


Breakfast with Santa: This breakfast was co-spon- 
sored by Billerica Recreation for All with the proceeds going 
to support recreational programs and the Kids’ Konnection 
playground. In addition to the hot breakfast of pancakes, 
sausages and eggs, each child had balloons, face painting 
and a photo with Santa. Nearly 400 youngsters had their 
pictures taken with Santa. Special thanks for the success 
of this event must be given to the Irish American Club for 
donating the use of their facility, the dance band “Memo- 
ries” for both music and patter, and of course Mr. and Mrs. 
S. Claus. 


Santa Claus Calling: An annual evening where sev- 
eral volunteers spend their time on the phone calling 
youngsters whose parents have requested a call from the 
North Pole. Using information given to them by the parents, 
Santa is able to amaze and excite the children. 


Health and Recreation day: The second annual 
Health and Recreation day co-sponsored by local health 
groups, recreation/community organizations and the Rec- 
reation department was held in February. This event fea- 
tured displays, demonstrations, health screenings and 
information which were made available to the public by the 
participating health, recreation and community groups. 


Easter Egg Hunt: Our first annual Easter Egg Hunt 
was held at the Irish American Club with the eggs hidden on 
the Vining field. Over 150 children, ages 2 and up, partici- 
pated in the festivities and had their pictures taken with the 
Easter Bunny. 


Hershey Track and Field Meet: This meet, held annu- 
ally by this department for the youth of Billerica, has 
traditionally been one of the largest local meets in the state 
and this year was once again one of the largest in the 
country with nearly 600 entrants. 


Band Competition: This past year saw the first Drum 
and Bugle Corp competition to be held at the Lampson field. 


Micozzi Beach Day: A day of games and events at the 
beach open to all residents of Billerica. One of the more 
popular events was the opportunity to make your own ice 
cream sundaes. 


Father & Son Gold Tournament: The second annual 
“Dog Day Golf Tourney,” co-sponsored with the Boys and 
Girls club was held in August at the Billerica Country Club. 
The number of enthusiastic pairs teeing off in the second 
installment of this tournament once again made it an 
unqualified success ensuring a continuation of this event. 


NYSCA: Under the auspices of the National Youth 
Sports Coaches Association, the Recreation Department 
offers certification and training to all youth sports coaches. 
These clinics continue to offer new and innovative aspects 
of coaching for volunteers. We are fortunate that our youth 
organizations are very supportive of this program. Last 
year Billerica certified more coaches than any other town in 
our district. 


“The Spirit of 766”: This is a friends group to the 
Recreation Department which was founded in 1991 to help 
supplement funding for special needs recreation. They 
work closely with the department to help maintain the 
quality of these programs which continue to provide rel- 


evant and entertaining activities. Included in these are an 
after school program on Wednesdays, acontinuing effort to 
mainstream these children into recreational programs with 
other children, and a special needs summer camp. This 
past year, the Elks once again donated a $1000 cookout 
with awards and a Du for these special needs participants. 


The Recreation Commission would like to express its 
thanks to the Parks, School and Water Departments for 
their continued cooperation, to the Globe Foundation, Arts 
Council and Elks for their monetary support, and most of all 
to the many volunteers that make all of these programs not 
only possible but unquestionable successes.

Reductions in the school budget have caused no 
educational equipment purchases, no capital improve- 
ments to buildings, and a reduction in the classes provided 
for students. The reduction of classes for students, and the 
decrease of services is a direct result of the elimination of 
over one hundred jobs in the last two years. Students now 
pay User Fees to participate in athletics, band, and clubs. 


In August 1992 the Massachusetts Legislature ap- 
proved a $100 per pupil grant directly for schools in the 
Commonwealth. This grant allowed the Billerica Schools to 
remain status quo and avoided further reduction for 1992- 
93. 


STUDENT ENROLLMENT 


The projected enrollment for the Billerica Public 
Schools shows an increase from the period 1992-1993 to 
1997-1998. The increase is the largest for the elementary 
schools and special needs students. This population is 
growing at a rate of 5.2%. The middle schools and the high 
school population will remain stable during this period of 
time. 


This population growth means the current space 
shortages at the elementary schools will continue and 
become more acute. The elementary schools do not have 
adequate space for art, music, libraries, and computer 
laboratories now and with increased numbers of students 
will not in the next five years. 


The implication of the increased elementary popula- 
tion upon the middle schools is based upon the natural 
premise that elementary children grow to become middle 
school students. This increased population is a further 
reason for the need to keep open both the Locke and 
Marshall Middle Schools.

As one of twenty-five regional vocational technical 
school districts in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
Shawsheen Valley Technical continued to offer compre- 
hensive vocational/technical education for approximately 
one thousand thirty seven high school students and sixty 
adults. Over five hundred adults participated in the Adult 
Education program; and over two hundred junior high 
school students participated in the after school Career 
Education program. 


Upon graduation, full-time students receive both a 
comprehensive academic high school diploma and compe- 
tency certification in their chosen technical discipline. Over 
ninety-three percent of the June 1991 graduates either 
acquired jobs within their skilled professions or pursued 
higher education at various colleges. Despite the loss of 
over 400,000 jobs during the past two years in Massachu- 
setts, Shawsheen’s actual placement rate of seventy one 
percent of graduates in jobs represents a tremendous 
accomplishment. Shawsheen Valley Technical’s gradua- 
tion placement statistics was the highest among the state’s 
Regional Vocational Technical High Schools. 


The School Committee applauds the continued con- 
tributions of the three hundred area businessmen who 
serve on Shawsheen Valley Technical’s Advisory Commit- 
tees. Advisory committee members monitor each program 
to guarantee curriculum and equipment are up to date 
insuring graduating students meet the needs of local busi- 
nesses. 


Many activities took place during 1992 which deserve 
special recognition: 


¢ 1992 graduates were accepted at numerous col- 
leges including: American International College; 
Brown University; Colby-Sawyer College; the 
Culinary Institute of America; Johnson and 
Wales; Massachusetts College of Art; Merrimack 
College; Northeastern University; Syracuse Uni- 
versity; University of Massachusetts; Wentworth 
Institute of Technology; and many other local 
colleges. Other graduates received advanced 
credit and acceptance to technical articulated 
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programs at Middlesex Community College and 
Northern Essex Community College. Over six- 
teen thousand dollars in scholarships was raised 
privately and distributed at the June 1992 gradu- 
ation ceremony. 


Shawsheen Valley Technical held its first Honor 
Society Installation ceremony in May of 1992. 
Approximately five percent of Seniors and Jun- 
iors met the standards approved by the School 
Committee for membership to the Honor Society. 
Ms. Gail Poulten served as Honor Society Advi- 
sor. Mr. Richard E. Griffin, serving his seventh 
term as a member of the Shawsheen Valley 
Technical School Committee and Principal of the 
John Wynn Middle School in Tewksbury, was the 
guest speaker. 


Shawsheen students actively participated in 
Billerica’s “Yankee Doodle” celebration. The 
Construction Department provided numerous 
services, the Graphics department designed and 
produced 20,000 brochures, the Peer Leaders 
coordinated participation of various technical 
programs in the parade, and the School District 
was recognized as a main sponsor of the event. 
The district looks forward to actively participating 
in this and other local events in all district towns 
for many years to come. 


Shawsheen Valley Technical continued Project 
Freedom, an after school program allowing two 
hundred junior high school students the opportu- 
nity to explore six technology programs. This 
program was funded from a grant received from 
the Massachusetts Department of Education Di- 
vision of Occupational Education. 


Shawsheen continued its participation as an ac- 
tive member of the Merrimack Valley Occupa- 
tional and Tech-Prep Educators Collaborative. 
This collaborative is coordinated by the chief 
executive officers of five area vocational techni- 
cal school districts and Middlesex and Northern 
Essex Community Colleges. It was formed two 
years ago to articulate acceptance and access 
for graduating seniors into related associate de- 
gree programs at the community colleges. 
Ninety-eight Shawsheen Valley Technical jun- 
iors and seniors are currently receiving advanced 
college credit for courses being taken while in 
high school. Forty two Shawsheen graduates are 


currently enrolled in associate degree programs 
at the neighboring community colleges who re- 
ceived credits for courses taken at Shawsheen 
Valley Technical through Tech-Prep. 


Shawsheen’s Adult Technical Institute is cur- 
rently offering a full time program for adults for 
Careers as biomedical electronic technicians. In 
addition, thirty adults are being retrained for new 
careers in the health medical equipment field. 
The Adult Technical Institute is funded through 
various grant programs and assesses no cost for 
its operation to member communities. Programs 
are designed with the important assistance from 
local business and industry representatives who 
are assisting Shawsheen to keep pace with new 
specialty skills necessary for gainful employ- 
ment.

The Construction department built a concession 
stand at Simonds Park in Burlington. The work 
was done by the carpentry, masonry, electrical, 
and plumbing departments. In addition, interior 
repairs were completed at the Bedford Town 
center (used by Bedford senior citizens). In 
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Tewksbury the masonry and carpentry depart- 
ments contructed two masonry concrete block 
storage buildings. The carpentry department 
constructed shelving for the Billerica Food Pan- 
try. The diesel and heavy equipment department 
rebuilt a case tractor for the Town of Tewksbury. 


e The Graphic Arts department printed thousands 
of pamphlets, letters, and reports for member 
towns, school districts, and non profit organiza- 
tions. 


e Over three hundred students participated in the 
various interscholastic athletic programs offered 
by the school district. 1991 and 1992 League 
Championships were generated in Football, Soc- 
cer, Cheerleading, Boys Basketball, Wrestling 
and Tennis.

The Sewer Extension Committee hereby submits its 
1992 Annual Report to the Town. 


The Sewer Extension Committee is composed of five 
(5) members, who are appointed by the Town Administra- 
tor, Robert A. Mercier.

This committee has the sole responsibility of planning 
and directing all of the town’s lateral sewers. 


The Sewer Extension Committee held several public 
hearings during the year of 1992. Discussions were held in 
regards to funding and future planning of the Town’s sewer 
system. 


The Town of Billerica just completed all the engineer- 
ing and design work on an estimated 13 miles of lateral 
sewers. The town awarded contract 26 for the 13 miles in 
April 1991. The construction work is expected to be com- 
pleted within 24 months. 


The Sewer Extension Committee has planned an 
additional seven (7) miles (Contract 27) of lateral sewers in 
the town. The design and engineering work is completed. 
The Town Administrator is expected to fund all or part of 
these seven (7) miles. When the contract is funded, it is 
expected to be completed in 18 months. 


At the end of these two (2) contracts the town will be 
an estimated 63% (99) miles sewered with an estimated 70 


miles to be completed in the future. At present the Sewer 
Extension Committee is examining all options in regards to 
future funding of the town lateral sewers. 


The Sewer Extensions Committee has and always 
will be dedicated to sewering the entire Town of Billerica the 
committee has not given up on the sewer program. We 
want the program to continue, even if it is a small portion of 
the town that will receive sewer every year. 


The Sewer Extension Committee co-sponsored an 
override proposal at the annual spring election to have the 
entire town sewered in three (3) phases, which would be 
totally funded by the residents. This override was defeated 
by the voters. There were 1,499 voting for the proposal, 
3,819 voting against the proposal and 145 blank votes. 


The Sewer Extension Committee wishes they could 
sewer the whole Town of Billerica for all the residents. The 
main goal of the committee is to improve the quality of 
health for the residents of Billerica. 


The Sewer Extension Committee would like to ex- 
press our gratitude to ourclerk, Brenda Boutin, and to thank 
her for her high level of professionalism she has demon- 
strated during the year. 


We would very much like to thank Mr. Richard A. 
Bento, Director of the Department of Public Works, the 
Board of Health and its Director, Jack Morris and to Emile 
Hamway and Paul Berger of Fay, Spofford and Thorndike 
for their excellent cooperation and dedication.

LOWELL REGIONAL TRANSIT AUTHORITY 


The Lowell Regional Transit Authority helps to fi- 
nance regular fixed route bus service between Billerica and 
Lowell and commuter rail service between the North 
Billerica Station and North Station in Boston. Special ser- 
vice providing transportation for Billerica’s disabled resi- 
dents and senior citizens is also available via the LRTA’s 
Road Runner Dial-a-Ride service. 


The regular fixed route bus service operates Monday 
through Friday with the first bus leaving Billerica for Lowell 
at 7:00 a.m. and the last bus leaving Lowell for Billerica at 
5:15 p.m. There are five (5) round trips per day and two (2) 
one-way trips (8:45 a.m. and 5:15 p.m.) from downtown 
Lowell to Billerica. Fares are fifty (.50) cents within Billerica 
and eighty-five (.85) cents between Lowell and Billerica. 
Senior citizens and the disabled pay half fare. The LRTA’s 
“PASSPORT? is available to Billerica residents which, for 
twenty-five ($25.00) dollars, entitles the bearer to travel on 
all LRTA bus service routes and the MVRTA’s Lowell to 
Lawrence route as well. The South Lowell bus route (#03) 
extension to the North Billerica train station continues to 
offer twenty trips daily to and from Lowell for a one-way fare 
of sixty cents. Billerica’s total fixed route ridership was 
11,439 in 1992. 


The bus service is provided by LoLaw Transit Man- 
agement, Inc. under contract to the LRTA. For full informa- 
tion regarding the regular bus route service, residents 
should call 452-6161. 


The Road Runner Dial-A-Ride bus service continues 
to operate accommodating many trip purposes including 
work, medical, shopping, recreational and social. The 
Road Runner service operates from 6:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. 
on weekdays and from 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. on Saturdays 
with a 24 hour call-in-advance notice needed to arrange 
trips. Service is available to Billerica residents over 60 
years of age and individuals of any age with a permanent 
or temporary disability. One way fares are fifty (.50) cents 
within Billerica and eighty (.80) cents to Chelmsford on 
Mondays; to Lowell on Tuesdays; and to Burlington on 
Fridays. Medical trips to Boston are available Tuesday 
through Friday and are open to all residents regardless of 
age. The one way fare is $2.50. Medical trips are also 
available on Wednesdays into Tewksbury. The one way 
fare is eighty cents (.80 cents). Service is also provided to 
the Billerica Council on Aging’s activities and to their daily 
lunch program. Ridership for Road Runner service was 
12,950 in 1992 which represents a very significant increase 
of over 17.6% when compared to 1991’s total ridership. All 
LRTA Road Runner vehicles are wheelchair lift-equipped 
and provide a curb to curb service. For service requests 
and further information the number to call is 670-5775. 
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Commuter rail service between the North Billerica 
Station and Boston is operated by AMTRAK under contract 
to the MBTA. Twenty-one (21) round trips are provided on 
weekdays with eight (8) round trips on Saturdays, Sundays 
and Holidays. The one-way interzone fare between North 
Billerica and Lowell is one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50). The 
round trip fare to Boston is six dollars and fifty cents ($6.50). 
The new “double decker’ rail coaches added to upgrade 
this service in 1991 have been generally very well received 
by the ridership. In addition, several upgrades to the North 
Billerica Station were completed last year. These include 
new platforms, bridge and rail rehabilitation over North 
Pleasant Street and a new coat of paint to the existing depot 
building. In 1992 over 426,000 passenger trips were served 
to and from the North Billerica commuter rail station. 
Billerica commuters to Lowell disembark at the modern 
Charles A. Gallagher Transportation Terminal and con- 
tinue to avail themselves of the convenient LRTA shuttle 
every 15 minutes to Downtown Lowell with the opportunity 
for connection to all LRTA routes and to Lawrence, Mass. 
Bus connections to most cities in the United States can also 
be made at the Gallagher Terminal as Peter Pan, Vermont 
Transit and Concord Trailways (“Atlantic City Special”) all 
make regular daily stops there. For further information 
regarding commuter rail and intercity bus service residents 
may call 459-7101 or 1-800-392-6100. 


The arrival and placement into service of 22 new 
Flexible Metro buses in April 1992 has greatly upgraded the 
fixed route service to Billerica and the entire LRTA service 
area. These buses were purchased at a cost of over four 
million dollars ($4,000,000) via a combination of Federal 
and State Grant monies. They are all air conditioned and 
wheelchair lift-equipped and will provide reliable, safe and 
comfortable service for many years to come.

Also, the para-transit 
Road Runner service and the regional planning agency, 
Northern Middlesex Council of Governments (NMCOG), 
have relocated their entire operations to the Gallagher 
Terminal Addition building.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


The Department of Veterans’ Services submits the 
following as its 1992-93 Annual Report. 


Financial conditions in the Commonwealth and espe- 
cially in the Merrimack Valley have not improved since our 
last report and we do not expect that we will see any 
improvement in the next fiscal year. 


We continue to have veterans/dependents and wid- 
ows of veterans seeking our assistance. Our case load has 
fluctuated but no considerable downtrend at the present 
time. 


Many veterans have sought our assistance in apply- 
ing for VA benefits. We have had 33 cases adjudicated and 
10 cases are still pending. The total value of those who 
have been approved is $151,809.00. 


The Emergency Energy fuel program once again was 
kicked off on November 1st. We have processed 353 
applications, which represents a dollar value of $157,085. 


In regards to the Billerica Food Pantry, in our last 
report we stated that the number of needy families has 


indeed grown. Presently 182 families are now using the 
food pantry and we have on file 209 eligible Billerica 
residents. 


Once again, in conjunction with the food pantry, our 
gift giving program Claus With A Cause was a fantastic 
success. We were able to provide a Merry Christmas to 202 
Billerica families. This would not have been possible if it 
were not for the many companies, individuals, civic, veter- 
ans organizations and Access TV who came to our aid. 
Thank you one and all for your generosity.

WEIGHTS & MEASURES DEPARTMENT 


This has been a poor year for the economy of the 
Town as well as the nation; however, it has been a record 
year for the Weights & Measures Department. More in- 
spections were conducted and more fees were turned over 
to the Town Treasurer's office than any year in the past. 
This increase may be attributed to the fact that merchants 
are utilizing more labor-saving and cost effective equip- 
ment, requiring increased inspections. 


Only a few years ago, merchandise or items in the 
Produce Department of a supermarket, required a clerk 
and a scale to weigh and price each purchase. Now, there 
is a scale at every check out counter. The clerk merely 
places the produce on the counter scale, enters a code 
number and the price per pound, the number of pounds 
and/or fraction thereof, and the total price is shown to the 
customer and printed on the cash register slip. 


Have you noticed the number of new types of self 
service gasoline dispensers that have been installed 
throughout the Town? These new devices not only accept 
credit cards, but in the not too distant future some also will 
accept cash for the customers purchase. These new 
devices shorten the queues of cars, and make the sale of 
gasoline more efficient for waiting customers. 


A few years ago, the mechanical scale at the deli 
counter would show the customer the number of pounds or 
fraction thereof of their purchase. On the merchant’s side 
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of the scale, it would show a graph of prices per pound. The 
clerk, by following a line to the recorded weight, would 
determine the total price of the item purchased, similar toa 
“mile-o-graph” on the back of a road map. 


Today, with electronic scales, the clerk merely 
pushes the lever on the scale that matches the product. The 
rest is done electronically - the item, the cost per pound, the 
number of pounds purchased and the total cost. 


Tired of taking a ticket and waiting in line to be served 
at the deli counter? In a few years you may be able to place 
your deli order in the same way that you use the ATM 
machine at the bank. Then, when you have completed your 
other shopping, you stop at the deli counter and pick up 
your packaged order. 


OUR CHANGING TIMES - MORE DEVICES AND 
COST-EFFECTIVE METHODS 
For the calendar year 1992, five hundred and twenty- 
three devices were inspected and sealed, and $2,852.00 in 
fees were collected and turned in to the Town Treasurers 
Office.
